1 . Restriction to one of the following species is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

Species I. Claims 1-20 and 38-41 draw to an apparatus and a method for an antenna 
system, among with other features, a frequency response of the antenna 
with two nulls, dielectric material having slots. 

Species II. Claims 21-29 draw to an antenna, among with other features, first and 
second points and plurality of blocks 

Species III. Claims 30-37 draw to a dual/multiple polarized antenna system, among 
with other features, first and second points in each pair of a plurality of 
pairs of first and second points coupled to a desired polarization of a 
transmitted/received signal in form of an electromagnetic wave. 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claims 21 and 23-26 are generic for species II and III.
